In 
the second chapter we have in the first 
miracle a manifestation of the glory of 
God, and an illustration of our Lord's 
work, turning the lower into the higher, 
the water into wine. In the same chapter 
we have the cleansing of the temple, a 
foreshadowing of something in the future, 
when prophecies in Haggai and Malachi 
will be fulfilled. There may also be refer- 
ence to the cleansing of the defiled temple 
of the human heart. In the third chapter 
we have the new birth. In the fourth the 


living water, each subject full of instruction. 


Let us for a few moments glance at the 
first miracle. It has been well said that 
our Lord’s greatest miracle was His’ re- 
fraining from working a miracle till He 
was about thirty years of age. He then 
chooses ap ordinary marriage, not one 
which has to do with the rich or the great, 
or with dynastic reasons. It was in Cana, 
a small village, even as Nazareth and 
Bethlehem were small. To spend time, as 
many do, in considering the quality or 
the nature of the wine, is to miss the point 
of the subject. Those who differ in 
opinion as to the wine might shake hands 
and say that had they been present they 


would all have partaken of it, seeing that 


the Lord made it. . 

It is instructive to notice that Genesis 
gives us a week of creation work. On the 
sixth day of that week there is a marriage: , 
Adam and Eve are placed at the head of 
creation. St.. John also gives us at the 
beginning of his Gospel a week, onthe 


sixth day of which we come toa marriage 


the mystical union of Christ and the

“ The mother of Jesus was there.” The 
Apostle John never gives her her name, 
nor does he ever mention his own name 
throughout the Gospel. In calling her 
“the mother of Jesus,” he gives her an 
honoured title.

We ought to lay great stress upon the © 
word good—*“ good wine.” If wine in the 
Bible is the symbol of gladness, “ making 
glad the heartof man” (Eccles. x. 19 margin, 
compare Judges ix. and xiii.), the “good 
wine” must symbolize still greater giad- 
ness, reminding us of “the fulness of joy” 
at God's “ right hand,” of the “ pleasures for 
evermore,” when earth's tears are wiped 
away and ecarth’s wants are a thing of the 
past. The marriage supper of the Lamb, 
to the eye of faith, looms in view. 
' We should not omit to notice that 
the Lord recognizes earth's distinctions. 
Never once did He violate any propriety. 
He lived absolutely in accordance with 
Romans xiii. verse 7, giving “honour to 
whom honour is due.” The governor of 
the feast is not overlooked, nor was the 
feast condemned—nay, wine was provided 
beyond necessity ; and though the Lord 
bears no witness to Himself by word of 
mouth, the faith of the disciples is con- 
firmed ; and as we read the passage again 
again, may the Lord confirm our faith

THE GREAT CLOSED LAND. 


T is well known an expedition 
is now on its way from India 
into the closed land—Tibet, 


The Tibetans are Buddhists in religious 
observance, and the priests, who are called 
Lamas, devote themselves to austerity, 
poverty, and celibacy, and live in thou- 
sands of monasteries and convents. 
Lhassa, the sacred city, is an important 
’ commercial centre, of about 10,000 regular 
inhabitants. It contains a temple. of 
Buddha, in which there is a statue of that 
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statues. Surrounding the city is a broad 
street. Penitents go its length ~cry day, 
falling down at every five or six feet, pros- 
trating themselves 3,000 times. 

The head of the community is th= Dalai 
Lama, and among the institutions are a 
treasury, schools of theology, quarters for 
1,200 officials and 500 monks, also a prison. 
There are 1,000 priests in the city, and the 
monasteries and temples in the neighbour- 
hood contain at least 15,000 monks. The 
present Dalai Lama is twenty-seven years 
old, and is the “living Buddha.” Bribery 
and corruption are universal. Among the 
common penalties are drowning, torture, 
flogging, banishment, and fines. 

The houses are built of brick and stone, 
with no chimneys, but a hole to let out the 
smoke, Common people dress in white, 
wealthy in red, officials in yellow, and 
soldiers in blue. Jewels are worn in 


In Western Tibet the scenery is very 
wild and grand, and over the deep gorges 
both natives and travellers use rope-bridges, 
consisting of three cables, one for the feet 
and one for each hand. These hang in a 
deep loop, spanning chasms hundreds of 
feet in depth, and they sway frightfully. 
The transmission of letters is effected by 
native carriers. If the bridge is out of 
order, letters are attached to a store and 
thrown across, and if “urgent,” the sender 
fastens an eagle's feather to the missive. 
In Chinese Tibet, when a letter requires 
‘swift delivery, the address is even written 
in human blood.

COUNT VON 


N the death of Count von 
Knobelisdorf Germany and the 
people of God have received 
a severe blow. In his passing 
away at the age of sixty-five the German 
branch of the Evangelical Alliance has lost 
its “Head Lieutenant.” He was a pillar 
in the temple of God, and knew no other 
leader but his Lord and Saviour. Inspired 
by God-given courage, he possessed a power 
which showed itself in his fearless testi- 


mony in the cause of Christ, his untiring 


Count Knobelsdorf was a brave soldier, 
and won upon the battlefield the Iron Cross. 
After his conversion he fought under the 
banner of his Heavenly King, won wonder- 
ful victories, and now he wears the victor’s 


his life’s end.

*"FOOT-BINDING MADE ILLEGAL. 
Dr. JAMES MAXWELL writes from Tainan, 
under date Nov. 7th, 1903: “ You will be 
interested to hear that a new law has 
been promulgated by the Japanese, which ~ 
should come into force to-morrow. It will 
change the social conditions a good deal 
here. Foot-binding is forbidden under a 
fine of $200, or £20, and all children under 
six years of age must have their fect 
unbound. The Chinese women are loud 
in their outcry, and the Church comes in 
for a certain amount of it, as one of the 
Chinese elders has had a good deal to do 
in persuading the Japanese to promulgate 
the law.” 

Of course, there must be an outcry. 
For ages the bound feet have stood for 
respectability, and the unbound fect for 
slavery and dishonour. And yet what an 
- enormous blessing a few years of .this rule 
? will bring to the womanhood of Formosa! 


It will give a wonderful impetus to their 


physical well-being. Before long it will 
lead the way to mental quickening, and a 
far higher estimate of the value of female 
education. And we cannot think of it as 
otherwise than helpful to the interests of
